Mr. Brown, who presides over one of the 


ohair in Prof. Comer's barber shop, has a nat- 
ural curiosity which is rapidly becoming1 the 
subject of much comment in the city. It is a 
rich subject for the scientist or wormologist, 
being a worm about an inch in length which 
hangs suspended by its tail from a piece ol 
dry wood. For over four weeks it has hung to 
the dry chip, head down, with nothing to feed 
upon bat the air, and is growing fat, yes corpu- 
lent, every day. 
Unless disturbed it never 


moves. For days it will bang motionless with 
its tail firmly fastened into a small net-work of 
fine silken threads of its own manufacture. It 
has no eyes, at least none can be seen.evrn with 
the aid of a strong magnifying glass, and its 
plump, fat body, which is of a dark gray or 
moose color, is covered with little horny pro 
jactions of a golden hn<\ There it hangs for 
days and weeks, to all appearances a lamp ol 
inanimate matter. Bat to touch it is like open- 
ing the electric gates of the elements and 
turning loose a chain of ''greased1' lighting. 
Take your pencil or key and give the sleepy 
vermin a slight touch and it will defy the speed 
of any spindle or wheel in the world. Its mo- 
tions are oscillatory and the rapidity with which 
it sways like a pendulum gives it the appear- 
ance of a gray streak in the air. It will keep 
this up for a minute and then go back into its 
lethargic, sleepy condition until again molested. 
It in a cariosity and is food for study among 
the naturalists and scientists Its name and 
history are evidently unprinted, and it must 
rank among that class of animated nature which 
has its representations even among men, and is 
best known as lusns naturae. From its singular 
habits of inertia and activity it might be called 
by an aesthetic naturalist, "in-somnia-wormc- 
wake-up-and-whoop 'er up o " No matter what 
yon call it, it is a strange existenca and all who 
have seen it have unanimously exclaimed "What 
is it?" It is like the study of the hereafter or 
infinite—the more you study it, the less yon 
know about it, and the great problem now with 
its owner, Mr. Brown, is, the length of time it 
will continue to grow fat on air. It is at least 
a cheap luxury, so far as its support goes, and 
whether it will develop into a bnttsrfly, "devil's 
darning 'needle," white elephant or anaconda, 
remains, with several other propositions, to be 
seen.

We were at once put on short rations of 
everything eatable that the ship brought out. 
At Christmas the beans were all gone, and so 
ior the two days on which beans had been 
served, we had no dinner except bread and 
meat. Our rations of meat were already cut 
one-half, and after New Year's we got 
only one-third of a ration. By March the 
peas were all gone, and a week later we had 
eaten the hist of the flour. Our coal for fuel 
was short also, and we began to fejltwc 
thrills constantly—cold a'nd hunger. A man 
can stand cold when his stomach is full of 
hearty food, but his condition is pitiful [when 
he is freezing and starving at the s ame time. 


"By May onr coal gave out. Then we 


gathered moss and burned it with blubber 
when we could get it from the (nativesL but 
we had a fire only when we cooked our scanty 
rations. Soon after that the coffee went;, and 
the tea had been used up long bef3re. jPart 
of the time we could get neither mosi nor 
blubber, and then we ate our beef and-berk, 
what " ere was of it, raw. We had to eat 
raw seal meat part of the time, lii Juy we 
got down to a biscuit a day, bujt we were 
able to get more meat from the natives. As 
the coffee was all gone, I pounded up mv bis- 
cuit, burned it over the fire and niade boffee 
ot it. I could not use myself to living with- 
out some kind of warm drink. That istc 
-ay, I made coffee of my biscuit on those 
^ays we had a fire. On the othor days I 
r'edit to make scouse with raw seal meat. 
There is a-difference between raw seal meat 
md roast beef, but when a man) knoivs it- 
.i.ust be raw seal meat or nothing, raw seal 
-s not so bad. I traded about all of mv to- 
la., co and all the extra clothing I could 
-•pare to get it. 


When the grub got so scarce, the captain 
nt two boats' crews ashore to hunt for 


-.neks'eggs and ducks. They were lucky 
sr me days. At one time they sent a lot on 
beard, and we had a big feastTone 'day 
Then there came on a blinding snow-storm 
an<l the men on shore were unable to hunt 
v.hile it lasted. They'.could ofiy shelter 
themselves behind the cliffs and Wait. That 
was another of the thrilling advebtures they 
Lad not calculated on. One day passed and 
then another, but no let up. Itfwas what 
yon would caH a blizzard. The thermoneter 
was frozen, so no one knew just how cold it 
was. The small quantity of food they bad 
Tvas used on the first day.

Theodore' lloosevelt Talks. 


Oa yesterday morning's west bound train was 


Theoiore Roosevelt, tbe young reformer of 
New York, and to secu-e the views of this well 
known and rising politician, a TBIBU.NE scribe 
boarded the train and rode vita him as far as 
Mandan. Mr. Roosevelt' is a man of medium 
stature, slender build, with a round face which 
wears an expression of determination and inde- 
pendence, and in. conversation exhibits a well 
preserved set of teeth, which gives him a look 
of tenacity and "stioktoitiveness." The only 
feature about bis dress which would warrant 
the assertion mace by some papers that he is a 
dude, are the eye glasses, whi -h are not worn by 
him for '"style." He is en route to his cattle 
ranches at Little Missouri, and will return in a 
few weeks, when he will pay Bismarck a visit of 
a day or two. While going to Mandan he 
talked rapidly and with much earnestn ss to 
the reporter, and made many sensible state- 
ments.

Roosevelt—The independent bolt in New 


York is undoubtedly a formidable one from the 
character and ability of the, men wbo have taken 
part in it, and from their unionbted sincerity 
of purpose. If the democratic vote was held 
solid for Cleveland, doubtless the indepandent 
movement would be sufficient to insure defeat 
to Blaine in New York. But equally without 
doubt is the fact that Cleveland is bitterly dis- 
tasteful to many democrats, and that whether 
rightly or wrongly, the workingmeu have got 
the idea that he is against their interests and 
they will oppi S) him. 


Bep.—How will John Kelly and Tammany 


stand in the campaign? 


Rocsevelt — Kelly will nominally support 


Cleveland and the organization will give an 
open support. Some members of the organiza- 
tion will give a hearty support, but on the 
whole it will be merely nominal, and while it 
will suffice to give him Tammany votes which 
will naturally incline toward him, no effort will 
be made to keep in line tbe Irish and labor
